FUNERAL SERVICES FOR CLIFF CATES HELO I HERE TOMORROW 
HERE FRIDAY AS CITY CLOSES IN RESPECT 
TO HIS MANY YEARS OF CIVIC SERVICE 


Cliff D. Cates, 73, longtime man­ 
ager of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce here and member of a 
pioneer Wise County family, died 
in a hospital Thursday after a 
long illness. 


He was a native of Wise Coun­ 
ty and was the author in 1907 of 
a pioneer history of the county, 
wThich in recent years has become 
a collectors’ item. 
He was ,an active member of 
the Methodist Church and a civic 
worker, especially noted for his 
promotion of soil conservation 
and highway improvement, until 
ill health forced his retirement 
early last year. He had served as 
manager of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce for 26 years. Previously he 
had worked on the Wise County 
Messenger. 
Survivors include a brother, J. 
H. Cates, and two sisters, Miss 
Ada Cates, a teacher, and Mrs. 
N. A. Moore Sr., all of Decatur. 
A nephew, Maj. Charles Allen 
Cates, was a survivor of the Tex­ 
as Lost Battalion, captured early 
in 1942 by the Japanese when 
they overran Java, and held cap­ 
tive until the end of the war in 
the Pacific. 
Cates was born Oct. 19, 1876, 
on a farm north of Decatur. He 
had never married. 
Cliff Donahue Cates was born 
on a farm east of Decatur, Octo­ 
ber 19, 1876, and spent his entire 
life in and near Decatur. He was 
a son of the late Chas. D. and 
Rowena Hale Cates, pioneer citi­ 
zens of Wise County, who rend­ 
ered much service, in the laying 
out and development of Decatur, 
and in their honor a street and an 
addition in the town was named 
for the Cates families. 
Cliff as he was widely and af­ 
fectionately known over the state 
in connection with Chamber of 
Commerce activities in Decatur, 
West Texas, 
East Texas and 
Chambers of Comemrce organiza­ 
tions over the country, was edu­ 
cated in Decatur schools, and 
while secretary of C. of C., he 
was offered a number of good 
positions, but his loyalty to and 
interest in his home town and 
county, 
kept 
him 
in 
Decatur 
working 
for civic improvement, 
promotion of better dairying, soil 
conservation, 
livestock 
raising, 
and better roads. He was secre­ 
tary and manager of the Deca­ 
tu r Chamber of Commerce over 
a period of 26 years, and prior to

that time was with the Wise 
County 
Messenger and during 
that time in 1907, he compiled 
and wrote the Wise County His­ 
tory, which has since become a 
very highly prized and valuable 
history book. 
Cliff has been a 
member of the First Methodist 
church in Decatur since his boy­ 
hood and was very active in the 
Sunday School and music depart­ 
ment, he was a member of the 
quartet and a solo singer in the 
choir for many years, on account 
of his health and physical condi­ 
tion he retired from active life 
in 1949. 
He departed this life in a Deca­ 
tu r Hospital, Thursday, Aug. IO, 
at 4 a. rn. He is survived by one 
brother, Jack H. Cates and two 
sisters, Mrs. Mary Moore and Miss 
Ada Cates all of Decatur, and a 
number of nieces and nephews. 
One nephew, Maj. Chas. A. Cates 
was a survivor of the Texas Lost 
Battalion captured early in 1942 
by the Japs, when they overran 
Java and was held captive until 
the end of the war in the Pacific. 
Funeral services were held at

SANITATION .. THAT IS A LYE 
SOLUTION PLUS ELBOW GREASE 
Sanitation is an all important 
factor in the control of diseases 
and parasites in turkey flocks. 
According to County Agent Tom 
Roof, nine times out of ten, para­ 
sites and diseases, if neglected, 
will wipe out the profits of the I 
turkey owner. 
He says that about the best I 
definition of sanitation that he, 
has heard was given by a prom -1 
inent poultry breeder who said:} 
“Sanitation 
consists 
of 
equal1 
parts of Ive solution and elbow j 
grease applied vigorously with 
a brush at frequent intervals.” | 
However, even with the use j 
of plenty of lye solution and el- j 
bow grease, there are other fac­ 
tors that enter into a sanitation j 
program—such as type of soil, J 
its drainage, freedom from sur-j 
face water; suitable housing with j 
proper floors and good ventila- j 
tion; sunshine; and manure dis­ 
posal. 
He cautions that crowding the i 
birds in too small a house or on 
too small a piece of ground is 
one mistake in sanitation, while 
allowing the flock to run all over: 
the farm at random is another.. 
Roof 
recommends 
th at 
not 
more than 200 to 300 birds be j 
kept on each acre of ground, de-] 
pending on the age, breed, and 


size of the turkeys. In addition, 
he says that it is always good 
to have some extra land avail­ 
able to which the birds can be 
moved if trouble appears in the 
flock. 


He warns against moving the 
sick birds when disease appears, 
saying that the healthy appear­ 
ing birds are the ones that should 
be moved to clean ground, and 
the sick ones left where they are. 
Dry7 litter is a simple precau­ 
tion against losses from coccidi­ 
osis, a parasitic disease caused 
by an organism which requires 
warmth and moisture to survive. 
Poults are born free from in­ 
ternal parasites, and loss from 
these organisms can best be pre­ 
vented by keeping the poults 
in 
frequently - cleaned 
brooder 
houses, not letting them have any 
contact with old chickens or tu r­ 
keys, and keeping them on clean 
ground. 
In summarizing a sanitation 
program, he points out that the 
poults should be started clean, 
kept clean, and fed from clean 
equipment and emphasizes that 
sanitation is a must on the tu r­ 
key farm.

IF YOU ARE PLANNING A FALL 
GARDEN, IT’S TIME TO GO TO WORK 
In this section, there are from 
60 to 90 days of good growing 
weather during the fall season 
and that is sufficient to grow a 
good fall garden. Today’s high 
prices may mean, says Tom Roof, 
County Agent, that if we don’t 
grow' our vegetables, we may not 
have them. 
August weather is not always 
well-suited for outdoor work but 
now is the time to begin opera­ 
tions. 
It is best, says Roof, to 
start with some of the old spring 
vegetables provided they can be 
rejuvenated and made to pro­ 
duce on into the fall. Tomatoes, 
okra, peppers, and egg plants 
if properly cared for, will make 
good production records in the 
fall. 
The soil around each individual

should be cleaned up. Remove all | 
trash, weeds and grass and if' 
barnyard fertilizer is available, I 
broadcast a three or four inch 
layer over the plot and either j 
spade or plow* it under. In areas 1 
where commercial ferilizers can f 
be used, he recommends the use 
of three to four pounds of 5-10-5 j 
for each IOO feet of row space.

tory of Wise County” by Cliff D. 
Cates, present secretary of the 
Decatur Chamber of Commem1. 
We publish them with the hope 
that they may prove an inspira­ 
tion to the younger generation 
as they read of the glories and 
hardships of pioneer life in Wise 
County. That they may recall to 
the old timers the day when Wise 
County was a scene to entrance 
the artist or charm the enthusiast 
as he looked upon the beautiful 
outpouring of God’s nature. 
Organization of Ben McCul­ 
lom Camp in 1886 the soldiers of 
the old south who had survived 
the conflicts of the Civil War, 
living in Wise County, met at De­ 
catur and organized the Ben Mc­ 
Cullom Camp No. 80, of the Unit­ 
ed 
Confederate 
Veterans 
of 
America, This band of southern 
heroes had no purpose of renew­ 
ing the spirit of the war, or 
espousing again th*1 fortunes of a 
lost cause. But in order that they 
might keep a true history of the 
war and hand down to the rising 
generation a correct record of the 
deeds performed by the sons of 
the southland, they banded them­ 
selves together in a permanent 
organization. When the camp was 
organized there were more than 
a hundred of the old boys who 
had worn the grey during the 
trying scenes of the sixties. The 
roll of members contained such 
names as Dr. J. F. Ford, Colonel 
G. B. Pickett, J. A. Penn, W. P. 
Russell, Captain M. I). Sellars, 
Will A. Millier, Ira Long and 
scores of other venerable soldiers 
of the south.

This setup protects the 
water for household use and pro­ 
vides cleaner drinking water for 
the livestock. 
lf the tank is filled with silt, 
the muddy water can be cleared 
up by using a commercial filter.

KEEP THAT WATER SUPPLY SAFE 
BY USING A FEW SIMPLE RULES 
A few simple rules, a few 
checks, and probably a little work 
will assure a safe supply of water 
for the farm home at very little 
expense, says Tom Roof, County 
Agent. 


To be safe, Roof warns, water 
must be protected from contami­ 
nation by dust, ground water, 
bugs and animals. He says that 
it doesn’t m atter what the source 
of water is—stock pond, well, a 
spring, or a cistern—if it isn’t 
properly protected, it may be dan­ 
gerous to the health of the fam ­ 
ily. 
Pit privies, septic tanks, barn 


lots and manure piles should be 
at least IOO feet away and down 
the hill from the well, and the 
septic tank disposal field should 
be at least 150 feet away from 
the cistern or well. 


He cautions that barn lots and 
septic tank disposal fields should 
not be laid out where they will 
drain toward a stock tank that 
is the source of w ater for the 
household. 
Surface privies are 
often a dangerous source of con­ 
tamination, 
and 
Roof 
recom­ 
mends that they be replaced by 
sanitary pit privies, or even bet­ 
ter with 
properly 
constructed 


septic tank systems. 
Giving general precautions to 
insure the safeness of water in 
a well or cistern, Roof advises 
making sure that the cover over 
the well or cistern is dust tight, 
rodent proof, and insect proof. 
The 
well should 
be lined for 
about IO or 15 feet down from 
the top with some impervious 
material like concrete to prevent

Avoid Fall Milk Drop 
By Good Management 


Most of the drop in milk produc 
tion in late summ er and fall can be 
prevented by 
good planning and 
management. 
Good permanent pastures, supple­ 
mented by tem porary pastures of 
sudan grass or some other hot- 
weather and drought resistant pas­ 
ture suited to the land and climate 
conditions, will mean more milk at 
less cost. In many cases, failure to 
avoid the slump in milk production 
is because dairymen do not recog­ 
nize that summer and fall pas­ 
tures are not as nutritious as early, 
succulent, high-protein pastures. 
Even though 
summer 
pastures 
m ay look good, it is necessary to 
feed a limited amount of a well­ 
balanced grain ration if the summer 
and fall milk production slump is 
to be avoided. Enough feed in mid 
and late summer will hold produc­ 
tion higher and allow cows to go 
into the fall and winter months pro­ 
ducing well 
and 
carrying 
good 
flesh.

Pyrenone Is Effective 
Control of Horse Flies 
Horse flies are troublesome pests 
during the hot months and difficult 
to kill. Extension entomologists sug­ 
gest the use of pyrenone as an ef­ 
fective control of horse flies. 
Pyrenone, 
although 
expensive, 
will control horse flies on cattle for 
about one week. One part of pyre- 
none to nine parts of water is recom­ 
mended. 
About two pints to each 
cow is needed. This should rid the 
cow of the bothersome pest.

FISH LAW EXPLAINED 
TO SETTLE FUTURE 
MISUNDERSTANDINGS 
AUSTIN.—lieported m isunder­ 


standing of the statewide fishing 
| law prompted the Executive Sec- 
i retary of the Game, Fish, and 
I O yster 
Commission 
to 
restate 
some of the prinicapal provisions 
Saturday. 


The law, passed by the last reg­ 
ular legislative session to replace 
many conflicting local statutes, 
perm its persons to fish without a 
license in their home counties and 
to fish in stream s separating the 
county of their residence and ad­ 
jacent counties unless they use 
artificial bait. Fresh w ater fisher­ 
men who use artificial bait are 
required to have a license regard­ 
less of where they fish. 
The act also perm its Texans to 
fish in counties adjoining their 


home counties w ithout a license 
unless they use artificial bait or 
use live bait. Licenses are re­ 
quired of persons fishing for com­ 
mercial 
purpose 
regardless 
of 
where they fish. 
There also has been some mis­ 
understanding about the trespass­ 
ing law which was amended by 
the last regular legislative ses­ 
sion. The new changes, accord­ 
ing to the Executive Secretary 
stipulate that game wardens now 
have the authority to make a r­ 
rests fo r trespassing, and also 
provides for increased 
penalty 
for violations. 
No change has been made in 
the prim ary provision of the orig­ 
inal trespass law.

TEXAS IS DUF. A NEW 
CONGRESSMAN 
BUT 
WHO GETS HIM? 
Now that Texas has proved it 
has a lot more people than in 
1940, how about that ex tra con­ 
gressm an ? 
Who gets him ? W hen? 
The reshuffling of congression­ 
a l districts, when it comes, could 
be drastic. 
W orking in another 
district some place—to take care 
of th at 
extra congressm an—is 
just part of the problem.. 
The nation’s 435 congressmen 
are supposed to be distributed 
am ong the states on the basis of 
population. The idea, in general 
is to divide the nation’s popula­ 
tion by 435. 
T hat’s th e way it 
works except for states with a 
very sm all population, like Ne­ 
vada. 
They’re guaranteed at 
least one congressm an, even if 
the sta te ’s population is less than 
the num ber of people a congress­ 
man is supposed to represent. 
A 1941 law provides th a t the 
eiirhtv - second 
Congress 
which 


meets in 1852 shall receive tho 
1950 
census 
figures 
from 
tha 
president, within the first week 
after the convening. 
A 
con­ 
gressional committee then does 
some arithm etic. 
The com m it­ 
tee will figure out how many 
lawmakers 
each 
state 
should 
have. 
The clerk of the house 
notifies the state legislatures. 
Texas’ legislature will bi* in 
session then. There will be time 
for Texas lawm akers to redis­ 
trict before the eighty-third con­ 
gress. 
There’s likely to he a lot of 
controversy 
in 
the 
legislature 
about redistricting, lf the fraca« 
lasts too long, Texas may elect a 
congressman at large in 
1952. 
He 
will 
represent 
the 
whole 
state. 
The 
1930 
census 
showed 
enough of an increase in T exas’ 
population for the state to have 
three more congressmen. But it 
wasn’t until four years later— in 
the 1934 election—that new dis­ 
tricts had been carved out and 
new congressmen installed. 
It may take us long this time.
